THK 8KIG-NOKAGE 


The first section of the Bland bill as 


it passed the House of Representatives 
provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall cause to be coined, as 
fast as possible, the seigniorage on the 
silver bullion purchased under the act 
of July 14,1890. This seigniorage or 
gain amounts to the sum of $55,156,681. 


The second section of the bill pro- 


vides that after the coinage of the 
seigniorage provided in the first section 
the remainder of the silver bullion 
purchased in pursuance of the act of 
July, 1890, shall be coined iiito legal 
tender standard dollars as fast as pos- 
sible, and the coin shall be held in the 
Treasury for the redemption of the 
Treasury notes issued in the purchase 
of said bullion, that as fast as the bul- 
lion shall be coined for the redemption 
of said notes, the notes shall not be 
reissued, but shall be canceled or 
destroyed in amounts equal to the coin 
held at any time in the Treasury de- 
rived from coinage of the bullion, and 
silver certificate- ''mil be issued on 
the coin in such ; .aner as now pro- 
vided by law. This section further 
provides that the act si "11 not be con- 
strued to change existing laws relating 
to the legal tender character or mode 
of redemption of the Treasury notes 
issued under the act of July, 1890, and 
it also appropriates a sufficient sum of 
mouoy to carry the provisions of the 
act into effect. 


Should this bill become a law all the 


silver bullion in the Treasury will be 
cornea as fast as possible 
A sufficient 


number of the silver dollars so coined 
are to be held to redeem outstanding 
Treasury notes issued in payment of 
the bullion, and silver certificates shall 
be issued for the balance, as now pro- 
vided by law. 


As the silver is to be coined as fast as 


possible, it will be necessary to reopen 
the Carson Mint, where coinage was sus- 
pended last June, aud it will remove 
the pile of bullion from the Treasury, 
which ia an obstacle to the advance- 
ment of the price of silver 


WITHOUT TITANKS.

the country. He, above all others, has 
been the safeguard of the monarchy 
and its preservation against unwise 
friends and open enemies.

The heav- 
iest creditor is B. R. Crocker of this 
city, who loaned $50,000, which is be- 
cured by a mortgage on a fine farm.

Sbcrman Fighting the Seigniorage Bill 


—The House Considering Appropria- 
tions. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—In the Sen- 


ate Eland's Seigniorage bill came up as 
unfinished business, the pending ques- 
tion being Allison's motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bill was 
passed to its third reading. 


Harris announced that the bill had 


obtained a place in regular order and 
should not be changed without a vote.

MRS. 
BALDWIN'S CLAIM. 


Mexico Will Pay for the Murder of Her 


Husband. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Thanks to 


the sense of the equity of the Mexican 
Government, the State Department has 
at last succeeded in adjusting and pro- 
viding for the settlement of the claim 
of Mrs. Janet N. Baldwin of San Fran- 
cisco for the death of her husband in 
Mexico about six years ago. Baldwin 
was a miner and was killed by outlaws 
while on his way to his claim. 


Although a nation can hardly be held 


accountable for such acts, providing 
due diligence is used to keep peace and 
preserve the lives of sojourning for- 
eigners, the Departments of State suc- 
ceeded in impressing the Mexican Gov- 
ernment with the belief that the claim 
of the widow was a just and equitable 
one. 
The amount allowed is $25,000.
